His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 
SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 


Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


It is with much pleasure that I welcome you to the Third 
Session of the Tenth Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 


Since your last Session, the freedom loving peoples of the 
world have witnessed the successful consummation of their six 
years of struggle against the ruthless forces of totalitarian 
aggression. In common with all members of the British Common- 
wealth, and of our Allies, we record our profound gratitude and 
thanks to Almighty God for prospering our arms and crowning 
our efforts with victory. 


My Government joins with the people of the Province in 
expressing its gratitude for the heroic part played by so many 
of our Alberta citizens in the Armed Forces and for the innumer- 
able sacrifices made abroad and at home for the cause of freedom. 


My Government tenders its sincerest sympathy to all who 
have been bereaved through the loss of loved ones in the service 
of their country. Likewise we join in paying grateful tribute 
to all those who have suffered wounds and disabilities in the 
faithful discharge of their duty. 


With the military conflict successfully concluded, we have 
now entered the post-war era with its numerous problems and 
its stern demands. My Government is resolved to do everything 
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in its power to ensure a successful transition from wartime to 
peacetime conditions, and to so order the Province’s public affairs 
that all of our citizens will be afforded an opportunity to obtain 
a satisfactory measure of post-war security. 


Turning our attention to prevailing conditions in our basic 
industry, Agriculture, unfavourable weather conditions during 
the past year resulted in a marked decline in the production of 
grain crops. A serious reduction in swine also is recorded but 
the production of all other types of live stock has increased 
considerably. Dairy products, poultry products and other farm 
commodities have remained constant throughout the year. 


In keeping with the importance of our basic industry, my 
Government, under legislation passed at the last Regular Session, 
has formed Agricultural Boards in sixteen Municipalities and 
also has established a Board of Agricultural Education to deal 
with problems affecting this important phase of vocational 
training. 


A progressive post-war agricultural programme has been 
prepared under which my Government proposes to extend the 
services rendered by District Agriculturists and District Home 
Economists. 


Further training will be provided for our young people in 
agricutural education, including special training programmes 
provided jointly by the Department of Agriculture and the 
Dominion Department of Labour under The Canadian Vocational 
Training Co-ordination Act. 


Changes will be proposed in live stock policies for the purpose 
of progressively improving the quality of live stock and live stock 
products. Features which have proven beneficial will be main- 
tained and expanded. 


Pursuant to a resolution of the First Session of this Legisla- 
ture, a report from a Special Committee appointed by the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council to consider the practicability of 
a co-operative hail insurance scheme will be submitted for your 
consideration. 


During the coming year particular emphasis will be placed 
on the development of irrigation projects. Negotiations are now 
under way with the Dominion Government to ensure the orderly 
post-war development of water resources as rapidly as circum- 
stances will permit. Certain projects already have been approved 
and work commenced. 


In the field of education, a number of important amendments 
to The School Act will be submitted for your consideration. 


Academic and vocational courses for returned veterans will 
receive special consideration during the coming year. This pro- 
gramme will be carried out in co-operation with the Dominion 
Government. A general equation of credits for courses and 
experience in the Armed Forces is being instituted to assist 
Service men and women to achieve high school matriculation 
standing. 
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Efforts will be continued to obtain Federal financial assist- 
ance for capital expenditures for educational purposes, as a 
matter of national importance. 


The Provincial Department of Health has prepared a compre- 
hensive post-war programme designed to improve the health 
conditions of our people. Emphasis will be placed on full-time 
preventive health services. As soon as the staff required for this 
purpose is available, additional full-time district health units 
will be organized. 


A Training Centre for the purpose of providing facilities 
for field training of physicians, public health nurses, and sanitary 
inspectors will be established. 


The extent to which complete post-war health services can 
be provided, will depend upon the measure of financial aid given 
by the Dominion Government for this purpose. Legislation will 
be introduced during the Session empowering my Government 
to enter into agreements with the Dominion Government for the 
purpose of obtaining Federal aid for health services. 


Consideration will be given to assisting Municipalities in 
providing satisfactory homes for the detention of children found 
guilty of committing offences against the law. 


My Government proposes to assist the Canadian National 
Institute for the Blind in establishing suitable accommodation in 
Edmonton and Calgary for those thus afflicted. 


The Veterans’ Welfare and Advisory Commission will con- 
tinue its efforts on behalf of discharged Service personnel. Every 
possible assistance will be afforded to veterans, to facilitate their 
speedy re-establishment in civilian occupations. 2 


My Government views with deep concern the acute shortage 
of satisfactory homes and the numerous hardships which this 
condition is causing returning war veterans and their families. 
Efforts will be continued to assist in every practicable way in the 
solution of this serious problem. 


In the field of Public Works, my Government will submit 
for your consideration a comprehensive five-year programme of 
highway construction and improvement, designed to overcome the 
curtailments and restrictions necessitated by wartime conditions. 
Particular attention will be given to those sections of provincial 
highways which suffered more severely due to heavy military 
and commercial traffic during the war years. This programme, 
when completed, will provide our Province with an extensive 
system of well constructed hard surfaced and all-weather high- 
ways, adequate to serve the post-war requirements. 


The construction of the Grimshaw Great Slave Lake high- 
way, financed jointly by the Dominion and the Provincial Govern- 
ments, will be prosecuted with the greatést despatch in order to 
ensure adequate transportation facilities into the rich mineral 
areas of the north. . 


In the sphere of Trade and Industry, legislation will be intro- 
duced to provide for the establishment of an Alberta Industrial 
Development Corporation. This provision will be part of the 
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comprehensive post-war programme, designed to encourage and 
assist the industrial development of our Province in the best 
interests of our own citizens. 


Legislation will be introduced to increase the scope of the 
Alberta Power Commission, to the end that steps may be taken 
to progressively extend rural electrification throughout those 
areas of the Province where the transmission of electrical energy 
is economically feasible. 


To encourage post-war tourist trade, my Government pro- 
poses to establish standard requirements, designed to improve the 
accommodation provided for tourists, particularly in auto camps 
situated within the Province. 


During the Session, legislation will be introduced to consoli- 
date the present enactments governing Co-operatives and to 
stabilize and encourage Co-operative Associations. 


My Government recognizes the importance of encouraging 
an enrichment of the cultural life of the Province, and legislation 
designed for that purpose will be submitted for your con- 
sideration. 


The work of the Research Council of Alberta will be expanded 
during the coming year, and its activities will include a study of 
the commercial utilization of Alberta poplar. Research work will 
be continued into the use of natural gas for the making of 
gasoline and for the production of chemicals. 


In the sphere of fiscal policy, my Government is pleased to 
report that the legislation passed at the last Special Session of 
this Assembly, providing for the complete refunding of the Pro- 
vincial Debt, has been successfully implemented on fair and 
equitable terms. Under the arrangement consummated, Alberta 
becomes the first Canadian Province to place its Public Debt on 
a serialized basis, with annual payments of principal and interest 
providing for the complete retirement of the debt in 35 years. 
The estimates for the next fiscal year will reflect the saving in 
debt service charges resulting from this operation. 


The Provincial Treasury Branch programme has enjoyed a 
very successful year’s operations, and has netted a substantial 
surplus after all capital and operating expenses have been met. 
Provision will be made for the further expansion of the Treasury 
Branch programme during the ensuing year. 


In obedience to the mandate it has repeatedly received from 
the electorate, my Government will continue to pursue vigorously 
its policy, and programme of economic and monetary reform, in 
keeping with the principles and philosophy of Social Credit. To 
this end legislation designed to establish by law, certain funda- 
mental rights and responsibilities of citizenship, will be submitted 
for your consideration. This legislation will embody measures 
designed to ensure all citizens an opportunity to enjoy a full 
measure of democratic freedom, and to attain a reasonable 
standard of social and economic security. To ascertain the consti- 
tutional validity of such legislation, it is proposed to refer the 
same to the Courts before it is proclaimed law. 
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Pursuant to a resolution of the First Session of the present 
Legislature, a report from the Special Committee to consider 
amendments to The Alberta Election Act will be submitted for 
your consideration. 


The reports of the various Departments of Government will 
be tabled. 


Public Accounts for the past fiscal year, together with the 
Estimates for the coming year, will be presented for your careful 
consideration. _ 


I leave you now to the discharge of your legislative duties, 
with full confidence that your deliberations under Divine guid- 
ance, will be in the best interests of each and all of our citizens.

On the other hand, there are many teachers 
in charge of schools whose certificates were said to have 
lapsed because they had been out of the profession for 
five years or more.

4.That permissible earnings or income limits should be 
raised from the present level to the minimum income tax 
level, i.e., $660.00 single and $1,200.00 for married blind 
pensioners. 


That all blind persons possessing visual acuity of 3/60 
Snellen’s Chart, or less, shall be granted a guiding and 

_ special assistance allowance of $10.00 per month. 

.That for persons who have entered Canada with good 
vision and who through a serious illness or non-compens- 
able accident have lost their sight, resident qualifications 
be reduced to five years; and 


Whereas the Boards of Management of the C.N.I.B. in 
Alberta, and the Alberta Council of the Blind have requested this 
Legislative Assembly to support and endorse all these points ; 


Therefore be it Resolved that this Legislative Assembly en- 
dorse these points and urge upon the Dominion Government for 
their enactment during the present session of the Dominion 
Parliament.
